“Lookec,” ho said and pointed to a 
row of Chinese hieroglyphics on the back 
of the clock. 
Having had them translated, I dis­ 
covered that Sing Lee, pay disaffected cook, 
had left my condemnation behind him.

Many of tho customers keep th^Ir 
ywn combs aud brushes, too, in tic pig- 
. jon-lioles which one sees filled with cpps 
In a barber shop for men. TU6 barber 
md her assistants aro, of course, women, 
md to one of them the writer said the 
other day: “How often should a woman 
have her hair brushed?” “Evefy night 
md morning she ought to brush it herself,” 
was the reply. “Many of them never brush 
it thoroughly at all, and as for cleaning 
It, all they know about that is to scour it 
once or twice a year with borax or am­ 
monia, as they would their kitchens. 
This ruins the hair, yet they know no 
better. Many a fine lady goes about with 
six months’ accumulation of dirt on her 
head under a 825 bonnet, and would be 
horrified to think herself not as clean as 
she should be. 
Women who know how 
to care for their hair come hero once a 
month for a dry shampoo to clean the 
scalp, and once a month I clean their hair 
Itself with castile soap and water, drying 
It immediately by spreading it over a hot 
air Register. 
Tho hair should havo air 
and sunlight top. I think the hair of 
American women is becoming moro and 
more scanty, whilo nearly all tho fine 
switches and wigs of human hair In tho 
market come from the heads of tho Ger­

Lar­ 
rabee bas sent an official communication 
to tho railway commissioners in which ho 
again requests them to incorporate in their 
next annual report information at to 
every railroad doing business in tho State 
on tho following subjects: 
“ I. Tho names of all persons who wore 
stockholders on Juno JIO, 1889, their place 
of residence, and tho amount of stock 
owned by each. 
‘‘2. TD.e salary 
paid to its general 
officers. 
“J. Tho average daily wagos paid to its 
employes. 
“4. 
The names of its regular attorneys 
in this Stato, and tho salary and other 
compensation of each, also the names of 
all other attorneys in tho State retained 
by the road during the last year and the 
retaining fee J er diem or other compensa­ 
tion cr emolument whatsoever received by 
each. 
“5. 
The number and total mileage of 
so-called 1,000 and 2,000 mile tickets issued 
to pei sons in this State for other than cash 
compensation: alsa whether the cash value 
of all mileage tickets is included in its re­ 
port of gross receipts.” 
Tho Governor says: “ This information is 
of importance to the State as well as of 
great interest to the public. 
More public­ 
ity in the management of corporation 
affairs is necessary. 
There is certainly no 
good reason why the State and public 
should not know who tho owners of the 
railroads are that avail themselves of the 
State’s flan bises, do business under its 
laws, and rely upon it for protection. 
It 
is also essential that the mileage tickets 
issued by tho various companies to editors, 
to its attorneys, and to its employes in 
lieu of other compensation be reported to 
tho State. 
There is reason to believe that 
it is the practice of some companies not to 
include the value of such mileage in their 
reports of total oarnings, upon which the 
classification of railroads for the purpose 
of regulating thoir tariff is based. 
You 
will please direct the attention of the 
various companies to the provisions of 
section 5, chapter 77, laws of the XVTIth 
general assembly, and should any of them 
fail to furnish tho information required I 
shall thank you to promptly report ti me 
tho names of such delinquents.”

Tho inhabitants of 
Port-au-Prince expect no mercy should 
Hippolyte’* men ever forco an entrance 
into the city.

Tho latter beat a 
hasty retreat, carrying away with him 
eighteen of the garrison. 
Of thoso unfor­ 
tunate men, somo wero shot on reaching 
Hippolyte's camp, while others had their 
throats cut in sight of tho army. 
All 
wore executed for the amusement of the 
troops. Spies reported this act to Legi­ 
time, nnd tho latter immediately ordered all 
the prisoners on hand taken to tho market 
place. 
There wero eight of them in all, 
and, tied arm to arm, they were led, 
strongly guarded, to the open square. 
Here an immense crowd had collected. 
Ono by one tho men wore gagged, and 
then their throats were cut with the 
utmost defloration, tho crowd yelling 
vociferously as each man fell quivering to 
the ground. One man managed to tear off 
his gag, nnd tilled the air with the most 
piercing cries of fright 
This pleased the 
crowd so much that the gags of all tho re­ 
maining prisoners wore taken off, and the 
cries of agony of the wretched men fairly 
rent the air. When tho butchery was com­ 
pleted a great cheer for Legitime went up 
from the crowd, and it was evident that 
the southern leader had gained a point in 
the confidence of 
his followers. 
The 
American consul and the captain of an 
Atlas line steamer witnessed the above 
scene, and eau verify tho same.
